INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
FRIDAY, SEPTEMBER 11, 1998 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 111

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack and large fire activity continued in the Southern Area. The
Northern Rockies Area made good progress on their large fires as cooler
temperatures and rain continued. Demobilization of resources from the
Northern Rockies proceeds. The National Interagency Coordination Center
processed orders for helicopters, aircraft, equipment and overhead. Very
high to extreme indices were reported In Texas, Arizona, ldaho, Wyoming,
Montana, South Dakota, Nebraska and Wisconsin.

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

TOM-B, Texas State. This fire is burning In grass and mesquite fuels in
Jones County. Hot and dry weather contributed to control difficulties.

BRAZOS, Texas State. This fire is burning in light flashy fuels in
Stonewall County. No structures are threatened.

HAWKEYE, Texas State. This Ffire is burning in a hay field in Denton County.
Strong winds, gusting up to 18 MPH and low humidity levels hampered control
efforts.

CORBITT RANCH, Texas State. This fire is burning in juniper brush in
Stephens County. Hot and dry weather conditions made control difficult.

SPRING CANYON, Texas State. This fire is burning in light grassy fuels in
Fisher County. No other information was received.

REST STOP, Texas State. This fire is burning in grass with heavy oak and
cedar brush in Wichita County. No new information was received.

PLEASANT VIEW, Texas State. This fire is burning in grass with oak and
cedar brush in Wise County. No new information was received.

HILL, Texas State. This fire is burning in heavy grass and brush in
Stephens County. No new information was received.

NORTHERN ROCKIES LARGE FIRES:

CHALLENGE, Flathead NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Frye) is
assigned. The fire is located about 40 miles east northeast of Kalispell.
Crews continued to make excellent progress on line construction yesterday.
Most of the suppression activity was focused on the remote portions of the
east flank. The weather was warmer and windier, which exposed hot spots
that needed crew action. Limited demobilization of crews, aircraft and
overhead has begun.

KOPSI CREEK, Kootenai NF. A Type 11 Incident Management Team (Sherwood) is
assigned. The fire is located about 40 miles northwest of Kalispell. The
weather was warmer and dryer yesterday, but fire activity remained low.

KOOTENAI COMPLEX, Glacier NP. A Fire Use Management Team (Adams) is
assigned. This fire is being managed for resource benefit. Cooler
temperatures and light showers reduced fire behavior along the entire
perimeter. Some helicopter demobilization is under way.

BITTERROOT COMPLEX, Bitterroot NF. A Type I Incident Management Team
(Kohut) is assigned. The fire is located about six miles south of Darby.
There was no significant fire activity yesterday due to rain and decreased
temperatures. Crew demobilization has begun.

SPRUCE FIRE, Nez Perce NF. This fire is located in the Selway/Bitterroot
Wilderness Area. It is being managed under a confine/contain strategy.
There was no significant fire activity yesterday due to damp and cool
weather throughout the day.

BOULDER LAKE, Lolo NF. A Type 11 Incident Management Team (Cowin) is
assigned.

This Fire is located about 25 miles northeast of Missoula. Cool and humid
weather conditions precluded any fire activity along the perimeter.

BOB MARSHALL WILDERNESS COMPLEX, Flathead NF. This fire complex is located
in the Bob Marshall Wilderness Area. The complex consists of 10 fires, all
being managed for resources benefit. No new information was received.
This will be the last report unless significant activity occurs.

MOOSE COMPLEX, Nez Perce NF. An Interagency Fire Use Management Team

(Johnson) 1is assigned. The complex consists of 11 Wildland Fire Use (WFU)
fires located in the Selway-Bitterroot Wilderness. No new information was
received. This will be the last report unless significant activity occurs.

WEST FORK WILDERNESS FIRES, Bitterroot NF. A Type | Incident Management
Team (Kohut) is assigned in addition to the Bitterroot Complex. There are
14 fires in the complex, which are being managed for resource benefit. No
new information was received. This will be the last report unless
significant activity occurs.

Rain, ground fog, and cloudy
skies prevented fire mapping yesterday.
